I. Exteriors: Any improvement from lot line to lot line 
that makes for a more attractive outside picture, a more useful 
house and yard. Among many examples: General improvement 
of house’s appearance, such as done by painting, roofing, re-sid- 
ing.

Spray with lindane, malathion, or DDT to control... . 
Spread a 2-inch-deep mulch between rosebushes after feed- 
ing. Use ground corncobs, buckwheat hulls, wood chips, or 
similar materials available locally. Mulching helps plants 
through summer when there are local water restrictions. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Inspect undersides of 
nasturtium leaves for black aphids. Direct spray containing 
malathion or nicotine sulfate underneath the leaves. . . . 
Continue to spray or dust gladiolus with DDT or malathion 
to control thrips and prevent the distortion they cause on 
the blooms. . . . Divide and transplant crowded iris clumps 
during the month.

A vigorous clump of iris provides 
one of the strongest spring accents. 
But if this is the third year in a row 
you've admired such a clump in your 
garden, then it’s time to divide. 

Iris are so vigorous their roots grow 
thick and matted, and plants in each 
clump begin to compete with each 
other for food and water. When this 
happens, the flowers get smaller. 

To cure, divide and transplant as 
shown here. You will not only get 
healthier clumps but extra plants.

Plant divisions on a “‘saddle.”’ Spade up soil where 
you want new iris clumps, mixing in plant food and com- 
post. Set rhizomes on a ridge or saddle, with roots drop- 
ping down sides, then pull in soil to cover.

Trim up new divisions. Cut back leaf “fans” to 
about 6 or 8 inches. Then trim off decayed or corky ends 
of rhizomes — the thick underground stems. Divide each 
section into smaller ones with one or two growing points 
each. Any rot? Trim it off and dust cuts with gypsum 





Water new clumps after planting to settle soil 
about roots, and a time or two again in next 2 weeks. Iris 
will need little extra water thereafter. Too much water 
will often cause the iris rhizomes to rot, particularly if 
the area isn’t well drained or if it doesn’t get full sun

Don’t scratch — spray ! 


With the chigger season at its height, here’s good news. 
Scientists at the U.S.D.A. Experiment Station, Belts- 
ville, Maryland, say these pests can be controlled with 
any of several standard insecticides. 

To prepare an effective spray, mix 2 ounces of 25- 
percent wettable lindane or chlordane with a couple 
of gallons of water—enough to distribute the chemi- 
cals evenly over a thousand square feet of lawn area. 
These sprays will keep chiggers from the area for up to 
6 weeks. To be safe, keep children and pets off the 
grass until the spray has dried thoroughly. 


Foliar feed best after rain? 


Recent experiments at Michigan State University 
suggest that foliar feeding might be most beneficial 
after heavy rains. 

Foliar feeding works because plants can absorb nu- 
trient elements directly through their leaves, as well as 
up through the roots. 

But the process works both ways. Heavy rains will 
leach food elements out of plant leaves. Potash and 
phosphorus, in particular, are likely to be lost to pro- 
longed rainfall. For this reason, foliar feeding immedi- 
ately after a rain could help plants quickly overcome 
the loss by leaching. 


Carrot storage questioned 


Carrots wouldn’t be stored in refrigerators if Cornell 
University scientists did the storing. 

In their tests, refrigerated carrots developed un- 
pleasant flavors, described as “hot,” “bitter,” “‘qui- 
ninelike,’ and ‘‘soapy.” Carrots held without cold 
storage had superior flavor and kept their orange col- 
oring better. 

Unknown: why the carrots develop off-flavors at 
low temperatures. Not all of the cold-storage carrots 
develop the odd flavors. Additional studies are being 
made to see if the cause can be determined. 


Renew strawberries after fruiting 


It’s perfectly all right to remake a strawberry bed 
after it has fruited, say specialists at the Virginia 
Truck Experiment Station, Norfolk. 

There, they dug plants after fruiting, dipped the 
roots in mud paste, reset the plants in a new bed, and 
kept them watered until they were re-established. On- 
ly dead leaves were removed from the old plants. 

Plants they reset in this way produced just as many 
berries the following year as dormant plants set in late 
fall or early winter.

Here’s how to avoid the preventable 
skin disorders. Also, how to soothe them 
(even those conditions over which we have 
little control) 


Sunburn 


To prevent, apply thoroughly to all ex- 
posed skin one of the many good lotions 
that screen out the burning rays of the sun. 
Reapply after a swim or at regular intervals 
if in and out of the water. 

Limit your sunbathing for the first few 
times to 15 or 20 minutes each day. Short- 
en time for babies and young children. 
Then cover up with shirt and slacks. 

Remember that covering only the shoul- 
ders and arms (with a towel, for example) 
still leaves the equally vulnerable legs ex- 
posed to the sun. 

Gradually increase sunbaths to half an 
hour, then one hour. 

In July and August, avoid exposure at 


high noon and the hours just before and 
after it, when the sun’s rays are strongest. 

Use precautions on cloudy days, too. 
The sun’s rays filtering through the clouds 
can cause painful burns. 

Be especially careful in and around wa- 
ter. Remember, the sun’s effects are in- 
tensified by reflection. 

Fair-skinned people, though they may 
freckle, do not build up sufficient pigment 
in their skin to protect them from burning, 
even after prolonged exposure to the sun. 
They must always take precautions when 
out in the sun. 

Children with such skin should be en- 
couraged to play in the shade. Since the 
beneficial ultraviolet rays of the sun per- 
meate the atmosphere on sunny days, the 
youngsters will receive their benefits even 
when shaded from direct sunlight. 

Treatment of sunburn consists mainly of re- 
lieving the discomfort. Where the burn is 
really severe and the sufferer has chills and 
fever or appears ill, a doctor should be 
called. 

Applications of vinegar, ice-cold mineral 
oil, wet packs of boric acid, petroleum 
jelly ointment containing menthol, a thick 
paste of baking soda, cold cream, olive oil, 
cocoa butter, dressings wet in Epsom salts 
solution, calamine [ Turn to page 33

lotion, or ointments sold especially 
for the purpose are all helpful in 
relieving the pain of a sunburn. 

[he patient should be in a cool 
place and, since sunburn causes the 
sweat glands to swell (reducing 
perspiration), he should be given 
plenty of fluids and fruit juices. His 
clothing should be loose and light- 
weight to avoid painful pressure on 
sore or blistered skin. 

Prickly heat 

This skin disorder is caused by 
inflamed sweat glands, usually the 
result of excessive perspiration. 
Small, red, pinpoint rash develops, 
generally about the neck, chest, 
and in folds of skin. 

Prickly heat itches, burns, stings. 
If you scratch it, little pustules 
may form. These are unsightly and 
prolong the irritation. 


Prevention. Rapid evaporation of 


perspiration should be encouraged 
by wearing loose, lightweight cloth- 
ing of porous, absorbent material 
—such as cotton. Babies and little 
children who are prone to prickly 
heat should be dressed only in 
panty and diaper during very hot 
weather. They should be kept in a 
cool room or out in the fresh air as 
much as possible. 

Frequent starch baths without 
soap (one cup of starch dissolved in 
the bath water) help prevent prick- 
ly heat. Don’t rub off the powdery 
film of starch remaining on the 
skin. Also, dust the susceptible 
parts of the body with cornstarch 
or baby powder. 

Treatment. Sponge prickly areas 
with cotton soaked in baking-soda 
solution (one teaspoon to a cup of 
water). During the day, dust with 
borated talcum containing 5 per- 
cent camphor. At night, apply cal- 
amine lotion containing 1 percent 
phenol. 

Insect bites 

Prevention. Before going into lo- 
calities where mosquitoes, ticks, or 
chiggers are prevalent, apply one 
of the insect repellents marketed 
for use on arms, legs, and body 
areas where clothing is tight 
waist, sock tops, and so forth. The 
effective ingredient in these sprays

is usually a substance referred to as 
rotenone. 

Sulfur powder patted around 
ankles and waist will also repel 
chiggers. These are the spots where 
the chigger mites are most likely to 
bury themselves. 

On your own lawn, or in an area 
where you are going to remain for a 
while, spraying the grass and 
foliage with one of the commercial 
mosquito-repelling solutions will 
usually provide protection from 
these pests for several hours at a 
time. 

Treatment. To relieve the discom- 
fort of mosquito, chigger, or fly 
bites, apply weak ammonia water, 
a paste of baking soda and water, 
or calamine lotion. Cold-water 
compresses also will relieve itching 
and irritation. 

Because the tick can be the car- 
rier of several diseases, its bite is 
more serious. If you live in an area

where ticks are numerous, ask your 
doctor about vaccination against 
spotted fever. There is less danger 
of infection or disease if the tick, 
which imbeds itself in the skin, is 
removed at once. 

Using tweezers, be careful to re- 
move the whole tick, without 
crushing it. If the “‘head’’ of the 
tick remains under the skin, press 
the skin around it with your fingers 
to expel it. Don’t crush the tick 
with your bare fingers. 

A hot needle or lighted cigarette 
held close to the site of a tick bite 
may cause the tick to withdraw 
from the skin. Or a dab of alcohol 
or kerosene on the spot may make 
it easier to remove the head of the 
tick. 

After removing the tick, relieve 
itching .with applications of cold 
water, alcohol, baking-soda paste, 
or calamine lotion. 

Ticks may imbed themselves in 
the scalp or in the neck at the base 
of the hair. These areas should be 
inspected carefully if you have 
been in a tick-infested area. 

If bitten by a bee, wasp, or 
hornet, remove the insect’s stinger 
by pressing the surrounding area. 
Do not attempt to pull it out be- 
tween thumb and forefinger, as 
this forces the venom in the stinger 
down into the bite. 

Relieve itching with a paste of 
wet baking soda, moistened with 
ammonia water. The application 
should be kept moist. Cold com- 
presses reduce swelling and pain. 

With the exception of the black 
widow spider, a spider bite can be 
treated in the same manner. If you 
suspect a black widow spider from 
the swelling around the bite or be- 
cause the victim appears ill, apply 
a tourniquet above the bite, loosen-

ing it every 15 minutes. Wash the 
bite with soap and water or potas- 
sium permanganate solution, and 
seek medical aid at once. The bite 
of a black widow can cause severe 
illness. 

Chafing 

When damp skin is subjected to 
constant rubbing, either against 
another area of skin or a tight band 
of clothing, raw, reddened, irritat- 
ed patches may develop. This oc- 
curs most often in the natural folds 
of the body or in the creases of 
flesh of an overweight person. 

Prevention. When there is a tend- 
ency to chafe, dust the areas with 
cornstarch or talcum powder after 
bathing, or apply zinc-oxide oint- 
ment or one of the new silicone 
ointments. And wear cool, porous 
clothing to speed the evaporation 
of perspiration. 

Treatment. Starch baths without 
soap, followed by dusting with 
cornstarch or talcum or applica- 
tion of zinc or silicone ointment. 
Pads of dry absorbent cotton taped 
in place over the points of irrita- 
tion will prevent further rubbing 
and allow healing. 


Poisoning from plants 

Individuals sensitive to certain 
plants, such as poison ivy, poison 
oak, or sumac, may develop a 
severe skin eruption from contact 
with their oils. 

Prevention. The best protection 
against plant poisoning is to learn 
to recognize the plants and keep 
away from them. 

Poison ivy grows as a trailing 
vine or a low shrub. It has shiny 
green leaves, divided into three 
leaflets, with grayish-white berries 
in season. 

Poison oak grows as a vine or 
bush. Its leaves are divided into 
three leaflets. 

Poison sumac has a compound 
leaf of 7 to 13 leaflets and pale, 
waxy berries in season. 

The new silicone preparations, 
rubbed on the exposed parts of the 





body before going where these 
plants may_be growing, are said to 
give protection against their poi- 
sonous oils. 

Previous exposure to poison ivy, 
oak, or sumac does not ensure that 
you will not be affected by them in 
the future. Persons who are sensi- 
tive to the plants and who are like- 
ly to be exposed can be given 
special injections which may help. 

Treatment. Immediately after ex- 
posure to one of these plants, lath- 
er and rinse the exposed skin sever- 
al times with soap and water. Don’t 
scrub. Dry gently and sponge on 
rubbing alcohol. 

If a rash appears, repeat this 
procedure. Apply calamine lotion 
to relieve itching. 

If the eruption is severe, a doctor 
should be consulted. The clothing 
worn around the poisonous plants 
should be dry-cleaned or washed. 

Diaper rash 

The bacteria that causes diaper 
rash works quickly in summer on 
wet diapers if they have not been 
sterilized. 

Prevention. The baby should not 
be allowed to remain in wet dia- 
pers. Clean the buttocks with baby 
oil when changing diapers and ap- 
ply oil to the area after bathing. 
Diapers should be boiled several 
times a week, rinsed through sever- 
al changes of clear, hot water, with 
a diaper-rash preventive added to 
the last rinse water. 

Treatment. Change the diapers 
promptly and boil them for 10 
minutes each time they are washed, 
rinsing and adding preventive as 
described above. Apply zinc oint- 
ment to the rash. With the baby 
lying on an open diaper over a wa- 
terproof pad, expose buttocks to 
the air frequently during the day. 

Most of these skin disturbances 
common to summertime are easily 
recognized and the mild cases re- 
spond to the home treatment sug- 
gested here. Severe, persistent, or 
puzzling conditions should have a 
doctor’s attention.

I, you ever sat high on the bleacher seats at the circus, you'll 
remember how warm you were. But when you moved down 
where the side curtains were rolled up and let the breeze through 
ah, so much better!

Ris summer, a family of five took a trip by car to Mexico 
and spent $30 a day. This summer, they’re going again. 
“But we'll spend only $25 a day,” said Bill Jones, the father. 
"We've bought something called a ‘motel feed bag’ and we'll 
cook our own breakfasts instead of buying them.” 

A motel feed bag is one new device for making trips cheaper. 
It’s a canvas-covered breakfast kit that contains (1) an electric 
toaster, (2) electric coffee heater (or percolator), (3) light 
plastic cups, plates, (4) sugar, 
powdered cream, instant coffee, 
and jelly. The coffee heater can be 
used, too, to boil eggs. Motels re- 
port more and more tourists this 
year are cooking breakfast. In 
fact, some motels (and even hotels) 
are now installing kitchenettes—you 
can cook your dinner, too! But 
| there are many other new, money- 
| saving ideas in touring. Two man- 
ufacturers now build “highway 
| sleepers’’—two-wheeled plastic trailers, so light you don’t even 
| 











know you’re towing them! One looks like a flattened egg. At 
night, you turn a crank and the little package sprouts a roof 
and side curtains. Presto! You have a cabin complete with 
kitchenette. Another “‘sleeper’’ is even more surprising. Lift off 
the top, turn it upside down—and you have a boat ready to row 
(or use with a motor). Hidden under this boat top is a double 
bed, lights, a small dressing space—and a “kitchenette drawer.” 

Most cars are cluttered, after the first day. The glove com- 
partment is stuffed full and the seats are a jumble of maps, tis- 
sues, sunglasses, flashlights, magazines, and souvenirs. 

This is one great complaint. 
What can be done about it? There 
are two solutions: 1. Buy an “‘arm- 
rest carryall.”’ This is an attractive 
leatherette box. Besides holding 
all the clutter, it gives the driver 
an elbow rest on long hauls. 2. 
Hang a shoe bag over the back of 
the front seat. The shoe slots make 
fine holders for maps, papers, 








whisk broom, flashlight, sunglasses, a 
' and many other incidentals. 
. Other useful items: Electric frying pan (for eggs-and-bacon 


breakfasts). Electric “‘dip-heater.”’ Dip it in a cup of cold water 
} —and make instant coffee. Or use the water to warm a baby’s 
i bottle. Folding aluminum table and chairs. These pack in amazing- 
ly small units, stow easily, and are a tremendous comfort. A 
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“map reader” kit. This contains 
magnifying glass, pencil—and an 
ingenious little wheel you roll over 
your map. It tells you at a glance 
what the distance is between any 
two points. Seat belts for comfort 
and safety. They brace Mother 
when Dad’s driving on winding 
roads—save her the tiring job of 
bracing herself. 

Cashing a check where you’re not known is a headache. So 
(1) take travelers’ checks, which you can buy from your bank; 
or (2) take plenty of credit cards. These are issued by hotel 
chains and oil companies. Hotel cards let you charge rooms and 
meals and cash checks. Oil-company cards let you charge gas, 
tires, even repairs. If you carry 
large amounts of cash, get a trav- 
eler’s shoulder holster (it’s hidden 
under your arm and clothes) or 
one of the new, slim, conventional 
money belts. 

Besides plenty of car tissues, 
you'll find the new “‘miracle”’ tow- 
elettes fine for washing hands and 
faces while driving. They take the 
place of soap and water. Drivers’ 
hands get sticky and dirty—wipe 
them with the moist towelettes—and they’re clean. After 
“washing,” save the towelettes and use them to clean your 
windshield ! On rainy days, they clear window fog. They’ll even 
clean your hands after you’ve changed a tire. 

In Milwaukee, the other day, a couple started for the Rock- 
ies. They had reached Madison, Wisconsin, before the wife, 
who had planned to drive part of 
the way, remembered she’d left 
her driver’s license at home and it 
was too late to go back. Moral: 
tape a trip check-list to your kitch- 
en door a week before you leave. 
(Such a list appears on page 122. 
Study it. It will save you time and 
trouble.) 

You can save $5 to $6 a day in 
family meal costs, besides break- P 
fast savings, by using one of the 
many excellent portable stoves now available. If you don’t own 
one, investigate them. They quickly pay for themselves—and 
cooking a meal a day outdoors is fun. 
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PACKED WITH IDEAS, this mark-and-save 
feature for vacationists tells: how to choose a motel or 


hotel; ways to save on meal costs; the best ways to 


pack luggage; a report on new kinds of tents; what 
clothing to take for the family; how to travel with : 
small children; how to estimate the cost of your trip.

New station-wagon and trailer ideas 
add hours of pleasure to family trips 

















Never load your trunk so full you can’t close it (exhaust 
gases seep in through the trunk and back seat.) You can pre- 
vent luggage chafing by sandwiching a strip of soft carpeting, 
1 foot wide and 8 feet long, be- 
tween the bags to keep them from 
rubbing together. Tokeep baggage 
out of your car: (1) use a car-top 
carrier, or (2) look up the trailer 
companies in the commercial sec- 
tion of your phone book—and find 
one that rents small baggage trail- 
ers. These have covers and can be 
locked. If you plan to keep suit- 
cases inside the car, pack them on 
end. Standing them on end on the 
floor of the back seat leaves more room for the passengers. But 
pack heavy articles on the end that’s going to be on the floor! 
Pack your shirts “‘on end,”’ too! When you pack luggage in your 
trunk, first place everything—including car jack and other tools 
—on the ground. Then select the 
least-used luggage and stow it far 
back in the trunk. Put the jack, 
tools, flashlights, food, and toilet 
handbags in last. 

Some travelers pack their bags 
on the floor of the back seat, then 
level the whole area with the side 
of a playpen (or a piece of ply- 
wood) and lay a crib mattress (or 
an air mattress) over it. This makes a play area for small chil- 
dren. (Be sure to lock the doors.) For use in this play area, take 
several favorite toys. Or load up with surprise toys at a dime- 
store. Deal them out one at a time as the trip progresses! Many 
families play word games, and “‘20 questions.” Children like to 
run contests to see who can count the most out-of-state license 
plates, station wagons, horses, and so on. 

You can sleep comfortably in 
some station wagons, on air mat- 
tresses. For touring, a station wag- 
on is tops: you can store all your 
gear in back (including, now, a 
special station-wagon boat). If 
you install a playpen for the baby, 
be sure the station wagon has a 
side exhaust. 

If you sleep in a car bed or sta- 
tion wagon, keep mosquitoes away 
with plastic [ Turn to page 122 
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This station wagon carries a 
complete kitchen under a ply- 
wood platform bed, behind 
the second seat.

fe contrast to the rigid proportions and placement of 
materials in Oriental arrangements, the Traditional 
follows no rules. Some of the most famous Traditional ar- 
rangements are five times the height of the container. 
Usually, the over-all design is fan shape, marked by a 
profusion of color and variety. But the final form will take 
its shape from the materials and location selected. 

Generally, a background material—pine, hemlock, or 
flowering branches—is placed first at the back of the con- 
tainer, establishing size and shape. Then, beginning 
high, the taller, larger flowers are worked down and for- 
ward. Smaller and more compact flowers are added last 
to fill in and round out the arrangement. 

Though few greens or branches are used in these ar- 
rangements, there is always room for “just one more 
flower.” 


Here’s how to arrange your flowers as a 


Traditional picture of colorful beauty 


Step I. Set a square wire-mesh holder into a fluted porcelain bowl. 
Spread hemlock or other flat greens at rear of holder. Place 
yellow snapdragons or tallest flowers in front of the greens 


Step 2. Cut yellow iris, roses, and daisies —or any smaller, more 
compact blossoms—to assorted lengths. Place in holder in front 
of snaps. Your arrangement will begin to fill in and take shape 


Step 3+ Add brilliantly colored flowers, such as red anemones and 
roses, for striking contrast, form, and texture. Gain an interesting 
focal point by grouping several over the lip of the container 


Finished arrangement. Complete your floral picture by adding 
a few yellow carnations or other flowers to fill in where needed. 
Note that all are kept within the pleasing proportions and shape 
set by the hemlock greens. A pair of handsome brass candlesticks 
completes an attractive setting for a foyer table. 

Most Traditional arrangements are “one sided” bouquets since 
flowers were seldom used on dining or center tables. Fruits, 
candles, or ornaments were preferred for that purpose.

Ask for rooms away 
from the kitchen side; early morn- 
ing garbage collectors slam cans 
around and awaken tens of thou- 
sands of hotel guests in cities every 
day. In motels, try for rooms at the 
back, away from road noises. On 
busy truck routes, try for rooms 
that are “sound-screened”’ by trees, 
hillsides, or other buildings. Re- 
member—trucks change gear go- 
ing uphill, going downhill they 
backfire! Beware of a room near a 
traffic light. And be sure the walls 
are really soundproof. A radio in 
the next room, or a party, can spoil 
your night’s sleep.

How to solve your eating 
problems 


U. S. roadside meals suddenly 
are getting better—probably due 
to increasing competition. But it’s 
still a good idea to choose your 
restaurant with care. In a city, a 
hotel coffee shop is often excellent 
and inexpensive. And service is 
usually fast. 

A survey of travelers produced 
other hints on selecting a good eat- 
ing place. You can tell a lot by (1) 
the appearance of cars parked out- 
side, (2) the absence of cars at meal- 
time, (3) the condition of the drive- 
way, lawn, and signs, (4) the noisy 
atmosphere of jukeboxes, (5) the 
smell of food cooking (good or bad). 

Contrary to common belief, you 
cannot judge an eating place by the 
number of trucks parked outside. 

You can save lots of money (and 
time) if, during a 10 a.m. coffee 
stop, you pack sandwiches for 
lunch. Then you can lunch in your 
car en route. 


How to figure travel costs 


The A.A.A. suggests: gas and oil, 
allow 3% cents a mile, perhaps 
more (depending on your kind of 
car); motel-hotel, $8 to $10 a day for 
two or three; meals, $8 to $10 for 
two; fun and souvenirs, $2 a day and 
up; tips, this is seldom necessary ex- 
cept for bellhops and waiters (tip- 
ping is almost unknown in most 
motels); éo//s, figure these on the 
basis of where you expect to travel.

Stop weeds before they go to seed 


Keep crabgrass from going to seed, and you can 
eventually get rid of it. Rake out old clumps to 
prevent new seed formation. Apply a special 
crabgrass control to catch young plants. Re- 
peat again in August to destroy new seedlings 


Be) es. j 
Plantain and other perennial, broadleaf weeds 
soon disappear if you hit them from two direc- 
tions. Use 2,4-D when weeds grow most vigor- 
ously, are easiest to control. Combine this with 
digging — a few minutes a day soon does the job 


. ee chickweed, aphids, and blights can shatter your 


dreams of a pest-free summer. If they already have, take heart. 


If they haven’t, take action. 


Here’s your program. Get the weeds out of your lawn with a 
weed killer. Use 2,4-D for the broadleaf weeds; potassium cyanate, 
PMAS, and sodar for crabgrass; ammonium sulfamate or 2,4,5-T 
for tough, woody weeds. Catch the strays with a hoe, then feed 
liberally so grass will quickly cover the bare spots. 

Te bring the bugs and blights under control, first dust or spray 
with a multipurpose pesticide; repeat in five days. If there are 
stragglers that seem resistant to the controls you are using, use a 
specific pesticide recommended for that pest. 


Stop insects when they first appear 


In small gardens, easiest control of insects 
is with self-contained duster tubes. These pro- 
vide variety of mixtures— for roses, vegetables, 
fruit trees, and general garden use. Dust sticks 
best when the leaves are dewy and air is still

Dusters vary in capacity and design. Larger 
ones usually work by cranking, smaller ones by 
pumping. Choice depends on how much dusting 
is necessary. If dust doesn’t stick well, moisten 
plants first by spraying the leaves with water 


Weed killers are potent and shouldn’t be care- 
lessly applied. If you have a large lawn, mark 
off spraying strips with cords; spray between 
strips. This prevents accidental overdosing, 
lets you do part of job one day, finish another 


You can also apply weed killers dry. Added to 
vermiculite, they’re easy to spread. Use a regu- 
lar spreader-seeder, applying only where no 
flower beds or shrub plantings are planned, 
as residue will be active for several months

Even the best chrome-plated parts 
like the bumper and grill become bad- 
ly pitted if rust is not cleaned off. 

One good way: form a ball of alumi 
num foil, shiny side out, dip in wa- 
ter, and rub lightly across rust. 

Or, use commercial preparation 
made just for the purpose. You can 
also buy chrome polishes that give 
metal parts a long-lasting glitter. 


Before polishing or waxing the 
finish, check surface of your car for 
scratches or stone bruises in the finish. 
Small pits can be repaired with 
touch-up paints you can get to exact- 
ly match the color of your car. 
Touch-up paints are easy to apply 
from spray-type containers, or from 
“fountain-brush” tubes, like the one 
shown here. Follow directions closely.

White-side-wall tires clean up fast 
with steel wool and scouring powder, 
pre-soaped steel-wool pads, or with 
side-wall cleaner, shown here. 

If tires are very dirty, they may 
need repeated washings. You can get 
a brand new ribbon of white around 
the tires with special side-wall paint 
available at service stations or auto- 
mobile supply stores. 


An old whisk broom is your best 
weapon for cleaning mud and dirt 
from floor mats. If the dirt is packed 
around side panels or door molding, 
unscrew molding and sweep out door.

Scrape off excess with dull knife. Wash area with mild 
detergent in warm water. Wipe with dry cloth. 





Blood, urine, nausea 


Sponge immediately with clear, cold water. Then 
wash lightly with lukewarm soapy water. Never use 
hot water to remove blood. It will set it permanently 
in the fabric. 





Lipstick, rouge, 
nail polish 


Scrape off excess with dull knife. Work white vaseline 
into spot to hold coloring agent in suspension. Go over 
spot with solvent. You may need commercial car 
cleaner to get it all. Treat nail polish with nail-polish 
remover that does not contain acetone. 





Grease, oil, tar, 
wax-base shoe polish 


Scrape off excess. Dip cloth in cleaning solvent and 
work from outer edges to center. Change to clean cloth 
often and go easy on the solvent. 





Chewing gum 





Scrape away excess. Dissolve gum with cleaning sol- 
vent applied with cloth. Wipe spot lightly.

ving any spot from upholstery, use removing agent 


sparingly. Overdosage can cause permanent damage to fabrics and 


cushions. Remember, too, most dry-cleaning agents are toxic—keep 
the car well ventilated. Know the fabric and type of stain you’re 
treating. Most stains can be lifted from vinyls and leathers with mild 
detergent in water. For other fabrics, follow chart above.

Colorado by way of the 
North loop 


Denver: Colorado’s mile-high 
capital, founded as gold camp 
(1858). City Park (East 17th 
Avenue) features zoo, gardens, 
tennis courts, and adjoining golf 
course, plus outstanding Muse- 
um of Natural History. Fine 
views of city and mountains 
from Cheesman Park (8th Ave- 
nue and Williams Street) and 
Daniels and Fisher Tower (16th 
and Arapahoe Streets).

Stone Age civilization of cliff- 
dwelling Indians flourished here 
over 1,000 years ago, finally 
evacuating area during drouth 
years of 1276-98. Visit Park 
Service Museum first.

Evening 
campfires feature stories about 
Mesa Verde by the ranger-ar- 
cheologists and - tribal chants 
and dances by Navajo Indians.

Cut 11 triangles out of 34-inch ex- 
terior-grade plywood.

Triangles are equilateral—2 
feet on edge. Round edges slightly 
with block plane and a rasp. 

Nine of the triangles have 4- 
inch holes on two sides; 2 have 44- 
inch holes on three sides. They 
are laced together with cord.

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How to make basic form for 
both types of paving base 


Outline area to be paved with stakes 
and cord. Keep cord on side of stakes. 
Then excavate to depth of 4 to 6 inches 
(see right). 

When excavation is dane, add a wood 
form as described below. The form is re- 
quired for both mortar- and sand-base 
paving. You will need it for leveling 
paving and to hold mortar in place. 


With cord as a guide, drive stakes around the 
outside of excavated area. Keep surfaces of 
stakes square with the cord. You'll need a 
stake every 30 to 36 inches. 

Nail 1x4s to these stakes. Keep tops level 
with the final grade desired for paving. 


* 


Add 2 inches of sand and soak it thoroughly. 
It is very important to settle the sand com- 
pletely to prevent settling later. 

If you add mortar, it will crack without a 
firm base. Brick or stone set on dry sand will 
settle enough to give an uneven surface, 
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“2” CONCRETE SLA 


1-2” SAND BASE; 


Depth you excavate depends on type of base 
you plan to use. Diagram above shows typical 
mortar base in cross section. 

To figure exact depth to excavate, add 
depth of paving to depth of mortar and sand 
base. Or, if you plan to use just a sand base, 
add to the depth of the sand alone. 


As you nail forms in place, check their level 
frequently —not only down sides, but across 
area to be paved. Use plywood to form curves. 

You can get by with “eye-leveling” the soil 
base, but not the boundary form. It will be 
your standard level once it is in place. 


After soaking the sand, level it with a screed 
to the depth you need. This will depend on the 
thickness of the surfacing material, and on 
whether or not you plan to use a mortar base. 
If you do not plan to use a mortar base, the 
leveled sand is now ready for final paving. 
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How to lay paving materials 
directly on a sand base 


Bricks, tile, stones, concrete slabs, and 
wood rounds can be placed directly on 
a sand base if desired. 

If you pave beneath trees, sand base 
may be preferred because it lets water 
and air down to roots. But maintenance 
will be greater—weeding between the 
cracks and occasional leveling of paving 
which has settled or heaved. 


A great variety of patterns can be worked out 
with most standard paving materials. ‘To save 
time, experiment on grass or drive first. 

Here, 8-inch tiles in a staggered pattern are 
used with standard bricks of same color. 
These fill 4-inch end gaps exactly. 


When you have finished laying the paving, 
brush sand between the cracks, Dry sand will 
sift better but isn’t essential. 

Do a good job of filling the cracks and you'll 
have less rocking and shifting of the tiles or 


whatever paving material you use. 
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Secret of good sand-base paving is careful 
tamping and fitting, to reduce settling. ‘Tamp 
sand under each paving unit as you lay it. 
Sand base provides drainage, simplifies lay- 
ing, and reduces frost heaving. If you do job 
in stages, soak sand each time you begin work. 


As you finish each row of paving, tamp it 
firmly to settle and to smooth surface. Use a 
stout board —don’t tamp directly on the pav- 
ing itself or you might crack it. 

Check edges of paving often to see that they 
line up with the edges of the form. 


After brushing in all the sand you can, spread 
more sand and wash it between cracks with a 
hose. Repeat until cracks are filled. 

Remove the forms and replace sod around 
outside of paving, or leave forms in place. 
Either way, the paving is ready for use.

How to build the 
stowaway screen hous 





On door panel, nail (or screw) 
in the jambs and header. Po- 
sition of these members will 
be determined by the size of 
screen door you use. 

Members on which door 
will hinge should be doubled 
for additional support. Spike 
them together, staggering the 
nails for more strength. 

Bottom cross member (see 
drawing below) can be rabbet- 
ed or butt-jointed to door 
jamb. Metal threshold pro- 
vides the strength the joint 
needs at this point. 


Fasten metal threshold to side of door jamb and bottom of cross member 
Use No. 10, 114-inch flathead wood screws, countersinking them slightly 
in the metal. Width of the threshold should be a little less than width of 
the 2x4 framing members, or about 3! inches. 

Sheet-metal shop where you can buy light-gauge steel will bend the 
threshold at right angles; some shops will drill pilot holes for screws. 


Screw 2x6 “kick boards” to 
side framing members (to 
jamb and side member on door 
panel) so top of 2x6 is 2'6” 
from bottom edge of bottom 
framing member. 

These members add rigid- 
ity to the panels and afford 
“stapling strips” for the glass- 
fiber screening and molding. 

Seal panels with a coat of 
penetrating resin sealer or use 
one of the paintable wood 
preservatives. Then paint 
them. Or finish natural.

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Glass-fiber screening goes on 
next. You can buy it in 6-foot 
widths. Or use narrower met- 
al screening with additional 
framing members to fasten it 
to the screen panels. 

Staple screening to edges of 
framing members that will 
face interior of structure. 

Fasten it to side members 
first, then to top members and 
top edge of kick board. Screen 
below kick board same way. 
Stretch screening as taut as 
possible as you go. 


Hinge screen door to double 
jambs and install latch and 
door closer. You'll probably 
have to plane edges of door 
so it opens and closes without 
sticking and binding. 

Door-stop molding is nailed 
to the door-framing members 
after door is hung. Close door 
so it’s flush with front edges 
of the framing to find where 
the molding goes. 

With tiny piece of door 
molding, shim out for screws 
that hold closer on (arrow). 


Mortise out pole to accept 
thickness of metal threshold 
that’s fastened to side of the 
double door jamb. Sharp jack- 
knife does a fast job. 

So hinges on panels match 
when you assemble them, key 
each side member with tiny 
storm window-screen num- 
bers you can buy. Also key 
closet poles this way. 

For accent and styling, the 
poles are painted a different 
color than the framing.

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To build the cookout cart, first cut out all the component parts. 
Dimensions are for parts dressed to size. Major construction pro- 
cedures are given here; rest of how-to falls in line as you progress. 

Glue and nail the four sides to the top and bottom and install long 
shelf cleats which are screwed to the two inner partitions (dotted 
lines). Partitions separate ends and middle shelf areas, and they are 
screwed and glued to the top and bottom of the cart. 

















Both cabinet doors 
swing up to form a 
picnic table for 4 


Fit long shelves — inside cart — and screw them to the cleats. Cabinet 
doors and drop leaves on the sides go on next. Use piano hinges to 
fasten them on. Knee hinges are used for tapered legs. 

Drill holes in sides for 1-inch handle stops, glue them in place, and 
fit and bolt on handles, using washers for easy operation. For best re- 
sults, counterbore holes for handle bolts. Axle for wheels slips through 
holes in side pieces; wheels (6 inch with wide tread) are cotter-keyed 
to axle. To complete job, install shelves in ends. They can be station- 
ary (glue and nail them in place) or adjustable.

FOR BOTTOM UNIT 
(5 NEEDED) 


Run screw eyes in top cross 
members about 3 inches from 
top edge of side framing mem- 
bers. The screw eyes accept 
“hooks” on turnbuckles when 
you attach cables. 

Fasten the turnbuckles and 
cables to screw eyes, making 
sure you have the right turn- 
buckle on right screw eye. 

Now move panels so you 
have equal tension on each 
cable. Match up washers. For 
roof crown, insert an 18-inch 
pole between washers. 





Fasten roof to front edges of 
top framing members. 

You can have grommets in- 
stalled in plastic or canvas 
roofing material and use nails 
to hold it on, as shown. 

Or you can fasten it down 
with strips of screen malding 
bradded in place. Roof here is 
thin polyethylene film that’s 
commonly used as a moisture- 
vapor barrier in building. 

If you buy the plastic ma- 
terial, be sure to ask for extra- 
heavy thickness. 
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Cut five cables for the bottom 
cable unit so theyll measure 
exactly 81 inches long from 
end of turnbuckles to center 
washer, as drawing shows. 
The five cables for top unit 
should measure exactly 82 
inches long from end of turn- 
buckles to center washer. 
Leave inch or so cable for 
fastening to turnbuckles and 
washers. Run screw eyes and 
hooks out of turnbuckles far 
enough to take up slack later. 





Wrap loose ends of cable and 
cable connectors with tape to 
prevent them from tearing 
plastic or canvas roof materi- 
al. Cloth tape works best. 
For quick assembly of the 
panels, color-key each turn- 
buckle and screw eye so they 
match. Or use screen numbers. 
Screw-hook on end of one 
turnbuckle on each cable unit 
has to be removed so rest of 
unit can be “hooked up” or 
disassembled without length- 
ening or shortening rest. 





Hand brace drives the screw 
hooks for canvas adapters, if 
you will use them. Fit screw 
hook between jaws of chuck 
and set ratchet (arrow). 

Match the screw hooks with 
grommets in the panels. They 
should be recessed about an 
inch from the facing edge of 
the framing members. 

To install panels, start at 
top, then do sides and bottom.
